— 
Two armed men, after taking 
the town marshal as hostage, 
robbed the Citizens Rank of 
Brodhead of an undetermined 
amount of money today, locked 
five employes in a vault, and 
fled in the officer’s cruiser. 
The marshal, Lloyd Albright, 
was 
shot 
accidentally 
later 
when one of the bandits ex­ 
changed gunfire with a pur­ 
suing State Police car. An air 
search was launched for the 
bandits who “cleaned out the 
bank,” according to State Po­ 
lice reports. 
One of the bandits, srhot in 
the stomach, was captured by 
police several hours after the 
rubbery. 
The employes were released 
by a grocer, who became sus­ 
picious as he passed the bank, 
investigated, 
and 
discovered 
the robbery had taken place. 
Albright, 
hospitalized 
for 
treatment of a gunshot wound 
in the leg, said two men he had 
under surveillance jumped him 
about 4 a.m., took his gun and 
forced 
him 
to 
drive 
them 
around in his car.

The other or­ 
dered Albright to keep going. 
Albright said that as they 
neared Junction City, the re­ 
maining 
gunman 
spotted 
a 
State 
Police 
cruiser 
trailing 
them and ordered the marshal 
to turn onto a gravel road and 
stop. An exchange of gunfire 
followed and Albright was hit. 
State 
Police 
said 
they 
still 
didn’t have details of his es­ 
cape after he was wounded. 
Don Fraine, owner of a gro­ 
cery adjoining the bank, said 
he saw the marshal emerge 
from the bank with two men 
and knew something was wrong 
“because the marshal always 
speaks to me.’ 


Fraine obtained a pistol from 
his store, got a service station 
attendant to accompany him 
and went back to the bank 
where he found a sign on the 
door reading: “Closed for Au­ 
dit.” 
“I knew it was a fake,” 
Fraine said, ’because it was 
written in ink and wasn’t the 
regular sign.” 
About that time, the janitor 
drove past and was flagged 
down by Fraine. 
Once inside the bank, Fraine 
noticed an air vent leading into 
the vault and “I called out and 
got an answer. Somebody said 
to please let us out. 
They 
shouted 
out the combination 
through the vent and finally we 
got the door open.’ 
It took approximately one- 
half hour to free the three 
women tellers, the 
manager, 
Raymond Anderson, and the as­ 
sistant manager, Robert Proc­ 
tor.

Exxon Boosts 
Gas Allotments 


BALTIMORE, Md. (AP) - 
The Exxon Oil Co. has an­ 
nounced it will increase its 
gasoline allotments to dealers 
for the next three months. 
A company spokesman says 
gasoline allotments will go up 
by 5 per cent in June and 10 
per cent in July and August. 
The firm is also planning to 
increase allotments for diesel 
fuel, kerosene and number two 
heating oil. 
The increase comes because 
the firm has been able to oper­ 
ate its refineries “wide open” 
and the outlook on crude oil 
availability appears good, said 
Pat O’Connor public relations 
director for the Baltimore re­ 
gion. 
‘We see the gasoline picture 
as not being too severe this 
summer” O’Connor said add­ 
ing that he did not know what 
the situation was in the rest of 
the industry and that Exxon 
will probably continue to limit 
hours 
of operation 
in 
some 
company service stations.

Watergate Blot 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP)—The 
Republican 
party 
“ has 
been 
badly damaged by the revela­ 
tions 
concerning 
Watergate,” 
but it’s no time “to roll over 
and play dead,” Sen. Barry 
Goldwater said Thursday night. 
The 1964 GOP standard bearer 
addressed a $100 a-platc dinner 
that raised about $300,000 for 
next year’s U.S. Senate cam ­ 
paign in Indiana. 
“ If a 
temporary 
blot has 
been cast on our proud banner 
through the unforgivable and 
unconscionable activities of a 
handful of 
power-hungry bu­ 
reaucrats, then we must scrub 
it clean, even if it takes the 
caustic cleanser of public em- 
barrassem ent,” the Arizona Re­ 
publican said. 
He said, “ It is time to fight 
and fight hard. The weapons 1 
have in mind tonight are based 
on truth and rooted in sound 
accomplishments. 
It 
involves 
constant repetition of the fact 
none of the people involved in 
the 
Watergate 
charges 
was 
elected to office by the Republi­ 
can party. 
“ It 
involves 
an 
insistance 
that our President be presumed 
innocent of any and all in­ 
volvement in the sorry and sor­ 
did events unless or until it is 
proved beyond any question of 
a doubt that he is undeserving 
of our loyalty.” 
The 
senator 
said, 
“Your 
President will not resign and 
will not be impeached. If you 
stop to think what the alterna­ 
tive to the Republican party is, 
it will shake you.” Goldwater 
said that under the alternative 
“ in four years the nation nught 
not be a republic.”

“ constantly remind the Ameri­ 
can people that the committee 
most directly involved in the 
Watergate charges (the Com­ 
mittee to Re-elect the Presi­ 
dent) does not even contain the 
word Republican in its title.

not mortal and probably not as 
deep as some people would like 
us to think.”

with the Soviet Union. 


Nixon, Brezhnev Reach 
Historic Nuclear Accord 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
leaders of the world's two nu­ 
clear superpowers pledged in a 
landmark agreement today to 
regulate their relations in i 
way to reduce the risk of nucle­ 
ar war. 


President Nixon and Soviet 
Communist 
party 
Secretary 
Leonid I. Brezhnev reached the 
accord in the fifth day of their 
summit talks and prepared to 
sign it at the White House be­ 
fore 
heading 
for 
California 
where they will conclude their 
meetings Sunday. 


In addition to its application 
to 
U.S.-Soviet 
relations, 
the 
agreement applies also to the 
relations of either party with 
other countries. In this way, al­ 
though technically bilateral, the 
agreement has multilateral im 
plications. 


The two leaders declared in 
the agreement that they were 
“ conscious 
that 
nuclear 
war 
would 
have devastating 
con­ 
sequences 
for 
mankind” 
and 
said 
they 
wanted 
"to 
bring 
about conditions in which the 
danger of an outbreak of nucle­ 
ar war anywhere in the world 
would be reduced and ultimate­ 
ly eliminated.” 


They pledged their countries 
to “ act in such a way as to pre­ 
vent the development of situ­ 
ations 
capable of causing 
a 
dangerous exacerbation of their 
relations, as to avoid military 
confrontations, and as to ex­ 
clude the outbreak of nuclear 
war between them and between 
either of the parties and other 
countries.” 


Nixon 
and 
Brezhnev 
also 
agreed 
that 
their 
countries 
“ will refrain from the threat or 
the use of force against the oth­ 
er party, against the allies of 
the other party and against oth­ 
er countries, in circumstances 
which 
may 
endanger 
inter­ 
national peace and security.” 
At a news conference prior to 
the formal signing, presidential 
assistant Henry A. 
Kissinger 


skirted questions on whether 
this clause would forbid U.S. 
bombing of Cambodia or would 
have prevented the Soviet in­ 
vasion of Czechoslovakia. 
Kissinger 
noted, 
however, 
that U.S. air strikes against 
Communist forces in Cambodia 
were under way at the time the 
agreement 
was 
being 
nego­ 
tiated and that the bombing 
“ was not raised as applying to 
that particular situation.”

Brown 
Bomber whose devastating fists 
lifted him out of a 
Detroit 
ghetto to the heavyweight title, 
finally felt like a champion. 
On that night, before 72,000 
fans in Yankee Stadium, Louis 
battered former champion Max 
Schmeling into a groggy, floun­ 
dering hulk in only two minutes 
and four seconds of the first 
round. 
For Louis, it was vindication 
for 
the 
humiliating 
defeat 
Schmeling dealt Mm two years 
before when the beetle-browed 
German 
stunned 
the 
boxing 
world by knocking him out in 
12 rounds. For Schmeling, it 
was a rematch with a man he 
had previously defeated. And 
for the American public, it was 
an encounter between an Amer­ 
ican and a symbol of German 
supremacy. 
“ I won’t feel like a champion 
until I get that Schmeling,” 
Louis remarked after he won 
the title by knocking out Jam es 
J. Braddock in eight rounds. 
America was recovering from 
the Great Depression in 1938 
and 
began speculating 
about 
the buildup of a German war 
machine 
wMch 
Adolf 
Hitler 
would soon unleash against the 
world. Hitler had intimidated 
the world with quick feints. He 
re-militarized the Rhinealnd in 
violation 
of 
the 
Versailles 
Treaty. His swift legions had 
absorbed Austria in an almost 
bloodless coup and a wave of 
anti-Semitism had united the 
German people in persecution 
of a comm.on scapegoat. 
'Louis was never one to be­ 
come involved in political m at­ 
ters; he simply wanted revenge 
against Schmeling. He couldn’t 
fully savor the glory of holding 
one of sport’s most prestigious 
honors until he had defeated 
the only man who had beaten 
him.

“They’ll never be an­ 
other Rockne,” said Leahy who 
died in Portland Thursday at 
the age of 65. 
But in memory, 'that’s where 
he ended up, just a short step 
down from the Notre Dame 
f« otball immortal of the late 
1320s and 1930s. 
“ No question about it, be was 
quite a guy,” arid Red. Blade, 
former

battled 
Leahy s 
Irish to a scoreless tie in 1S46. 
‘ He 
was one 
of the 
g’eat 
coaches of the last 25-30 years, 
lie was a fundamentalist in, the 
finest order. 
“He had a rapport with the 
men that is hardly describe- 
able. They looked on Mm both 
as a great coach and as a char­ 
acter.” 
Leahy’s 17-hour-a-day dedica­ 
tion to football gave him a 
record which fell only slightly 
short of Rockne’s. He had a ca­ 
reer mark of 107-13*9 as head 
coach at Boston College, and 
then at Notre Dame from 1941 
through 1953.

T w e n t y-eight years ago, 
Schmeling’s ring earnings were 
wiped out in the rubble of de­ 
feated Nazi Germany. 
But today, Schmeling is a sol­ 
id winner—a prosperous busi­ 
nessman and West Germany’s 
most popular sports idol.

Schmeling said. 
“I joined Coca Cola in 1957 as 
partner and manager of the 
Max Schmeling bottling plants 
in West Germany. I’ve had lots 
of fun with it,” he said. 
Schmeling nas 
repeatedly 
emphasized that his two bouts 
with Louis were sport contests 
between two men, not ideologic­ 
al battles between political sys­ 
tems. 
“The world championship I 
held from 1930 to 1932' may 
have been more decisive, but 
the two fights with Joe Louis 
left the most lasting impres­ 
sions on me—particularly since 
Joe and I still are good 
friends,” he declared. 
Schmeling says he carefully 
follows developments in boxing, 
especially in the heavyweight 
class. 
“Foreman is very fast..a 
strong boy with a hard punch 
and solid knowledge.

Editor’s Note: This is the first 
in a series of four articles which 
will highlight most of the many 
importan^ changes of the 1972 
Amendment 
to 
the 
'Social 
Security Law. These changes 
affect both those presently 
r e c e i v i n g social security 
benefits as well as those con­ 
tributing to the program who 
will some day receive social 
security benefits. The first 
articles deals with the general 
financing of the program, the 
next two with the changes in 
the cash benefit program, and 
the fourth with the changes in 
the Medicare program. 
These articles were prepared 
bv Ronald L. Talley, District 
Manager of the Richmond 
Social Security Office. 


The year of 1972 was a year 
of vast changes in the Social 
Security Law. Most of the 
changes mean new and im­ 
proved benefits — 'both for those 
presently drawing benefits and 
those who will be eligible for 
benefits in the future. Most of 
these changes were designed to 
take effect in 1973. 
1973 Social Security Deductions 


T h e 
changes 
and 
im­ 
provements in social security 
b e n e f i t s necessitated some 


adjustments in the financing of 
the program. Your pay check 
for 1973 reflects somewhat 
higher deductions for social 
security than were withheld last 
year. For employees who work 
for someone else, the increase 
is 65 cents more for each $100 
of wages (for a total of 5.85 
per 
cent). 
Your 
employer 
contributes an equal or mat­ 
ch i n g 
amount. For self- 
employed people, the increase 
is 50 cents more for each $100 
of earnings (for a total of 8 
per cent). 
If you earn more than $9,000, 
you’ll pay contributions on more 
of your annual earnings this 
year than you did last year. 
Social 
security contributions 
will be withheld on up to $10,800 
of earnings this year, compared 
with $9,000 last year. You will 
be given credit for these ad­ 
ditional earnings and this will 
be important to you when you 
begin to collect benefits. 
More than half of the increase 
in the social security con­ 
tribution rate is a result of 
extending the protection of 
Medicare (Health Insurance) to 
disabled people under age 65. 
Prior to the recent changes in 
the law, Medicare was available 
only to people 65 and over.

The changes in the financing 
of the social security program, 
insure that the retirement, 
s u r v i v o r s , disability, and 
hospital insurance programs 
will continue to be financially 
sound and that there will be 
sufficient income to pay all 
benefits provided in the law, 
both now and in the long-range 
future. 
Major Benefit Increase 
Two of the major benefit 
i m p r o v e m e n t s are the 
following:

People are often con­ 
cerned that the cost of ad­ 
ministrating such a massive 
program may be excessively 
high in relation to the amount 
of benefits paid out. These 
people would be reassured to 
find out that in our continuing 


effort to operate the program 
as efficiently and economically 
as possible, we are able to hold 
the administrative costs to just 
under 2 per cent with the 
remainder 
of 
the 
money 
available to pay benefits. 
The 
average dollar con­ 
tributed to social security in 
1973 will, 'be broken up as 
follows; 52 cents - benefits to 
retired 
persons 
and 
their 
families; 19 cents - benefits to 
the 
survivors 
of deceased 
workers; 9 cents • benefits to 
disabled workers and their 
families; 
12 
cents - hospital 
benefits under Medicare (Part 
B of Medicare, medical in­ 
surance, is financed by monthly 
premiums. Half of the premium 
is paid by the people who enroll 
in the program. The other half 
is paid by the Federal Govern­ 
ment from general revenues); 
6 cents - reserves; and 2 cents - 
administrative expenses.

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SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON OF THE WEEK 
Jesus Indicates The Way 
To Keep The Sabbath Holy 


By EARL L. DOUGLASS 


“ Remember the sabbath day, 
to 
keep 
it 
holy.” 
What 
a 
tremendous 
amount 
of 
con­ 
troversy has swirled about this 
commandment from the time of 
its origin to the present. In 
some form the commandment 
might have been in existence 
since the very earliest days of 
the Jewish people, but in the 


The Sunday School Lesson for 
June 24 is entitled, “Work, Rest, 
and Worship.” Exodus 20:8-11; 
Mark 2:23-28; Luke 4:16-19. 


form in which we find it in 
Exodus it was probably written 
down during the exile with the 
object of investing a certain day 
with elaborate rituals' in order 
that it might serve as a con­ 
stant reminder of the convenant 
between 
the 
Lord 
and 
his 
people. From this time onward 
more rituals were added until 
by Jesus’s day normal secular 
activities were severely limited, 
if not paralyzed, by the multiple 
sanctions of the sabbath. 


The Lord’s Day 
The early Gentile Christians 
paid no attention to the sabbath 
but 
gradually 
created 
an 
equivalent of it in. the concept 
of Sunday as the Lord’s day. 
The object was to set aside a 
particular 
day 
which 
would 
serve as a reminder of Christ’s 
sacrifice on the cross. In suto- 
s e q u e n t 
centuries 
Sunday 
became at one and the same 
time a day for church services 
in the 
morning and 
various 
secular celebrations* and athletic 
contests in the afternoon. In the 
s i x t e e n t h 
century 
some 
P r o t e s t a nt reformers, par­ 
ti c u 1 l r 1 y Calvin, protested 
against the secular aspects of 
Sunday 
and 
demanded 
the 
abolition 
of 
these 
and 
the 
maintenance of the Lord’s day 
a? 
a 
day 
of 
religious 
ob­ 
servance, rest, and cessation of 
all work. In their minds the 
Lord’s day now became iden­ 
tified with the Jewish sabbath, 
with which, of course, it had 
no direct connection. 
Henceforth two traditions of 
the Lord’s day grew up in 
Christendom. One, followed by 
the Catholic Church and the 
various 
state-established 
Protestant Churches, more or 
less 
continued 
the 
medieval 


tradition of religious observance 
combined with recreation and 
celebration. The other tradition 
of religious observance com­ 
bined 
with 
recreation 
and 
celebration. The other tradition, 
stemming 
from 
the 
more 
radical 
Protestant 
reformers, 
demanded the abolition of all 
but vhe most essential secular 
activities on Sunday, and was 
brought to 
America 
by 
the 
English Puritans. This concept 
was 
institutionalized 
in 
New 
England in the form of “ blue 
laws” which were widely copied 
by states in other parts of the 
country 
during 
the 
early 
nineteenth century. 
Propr Sunday Observance? 
The question of proper Sunday 
cb-vrvance has recently become 
acute 
because 
of 
the 
rapid 
liberalization 
of 
sanctions 
of 
more than a century’s duration. 
In many, if not most, states 
cinemas and retail stores are 
open on Sunday and athletic 
contests are carried on. For 
millions Sunday has become a 
day set aside for outings of all 
kinds; for these people religious 
observance has been all but 
forgotten. 
How should Christians view 
this 
transformation? 
Should 
they 
denounce 
it 
like 
the 
Puritan forefathers, or embrace 
it and make it into a super­ 
secular day devoted to fun and 
games? 
The passages from Mark and 
Luke cited in the lesson for 
today should help us reach a 
decision in this matter. In the 
passage from 
Mark we 
see 
Jesus and the disciples being 
rebuked 
by 
the 
Pharisees 
because they plucked and ate 
seeds of grain while walking 
through a wheat field on the 
sabbath. Jesus’s reply to them 
is of course well known: “ The 
sabbath was made for man, and 
not man for the sabbath.” In 
the selection from Luke we see 
Jesus going to the synagogue 
on the sabbath to worship “as 
his custom was.” 


Two Aspects of Sunday 
These two passages provide 
us with a key to proper Sunday 
observance, although they do 
not, of course, spell out any 
details. On one hand the Lord’s 
day (or sabbath was intended 
to be, and always should be, 
a day of religious observance 


devoted to the memory of Jesus 
ami the Old Covenant which 
God made with the Jews and 
the New Covenant which he 
made 
with 
C h r i s t i a n s 
everywhere. But it does not 
follow that Sunday should also 
be a day of rigorous, inflexible 
ritual observance which makes 
it more of a burden than a day 
of joy. The sabbath was made 
for man. It should be a day of 
rest and relaxation as well as a 
day 
of religious 
observance. 
What specific forms this relaxa­ 
tion may take will always prob­ 
ably be in dispute among Chris­ 
tians, but it is fair to say that 
only by a combination of the two 
types of activity can the sabbath 
really be “ made for man” and 
become what we revere it as 
— the Lord’s day.

Extensión of Temporary Debt 
Limit 
The next votes of significance 
came on H. R. 8410, the bill to 
extend 
from 
June 
30 
to 
November 30 the presently 
existing temporary debt limit, 
now at $465 billion. No present 
increase of the limit was 
requested in the bill. 
The Democratic majority in 
the Rules Committee, headed by 
Rep. Ray Madden of Indiana, 
had, however, taken the most 
unusual step of making in order 
under the rule an amendment 
which 
would 
have 
again 
presented to the Hous'e the 
question of making the ap­ 
pointment of the Director of the 
Office of Management and 
Budget retroactively subject to 
Senatorial confirmation. This 
was not only wholly irrelevant 
to the debt limit bill but had 
already been once vetoed by the 
President, and the House had 
sustained the veto. 
This effort was defeated and,

down this rule. 
A group of liberal Democrats', 
led by Rep.

To bring 
these two particular provisions 
up independently and without 
prior hearings made little sense, 
except possibly from a strictly 
political point of view, and the 
move was actively opposed by 
Rep. Wilbur Mills, Chairman of 
the Ways and Means Com- 
mitee.

Democrats, as well as by most 
Republicans. I voted With the 
majority against opening up the 
rule for this purpose, and the 
vote was 254 to 160. 
National Foundation on the 
Arts and Humanities 
This week we also voted on 
H. R. 3826, to extend the 
National Foundation on the Arts 
and the Humanities, with an 
authorization of $145 million for 
FY 1974 and an open-ended 
‘‘such 
sums 
as 
may 
be 
necessary” for the fiscal years 
1975 and 1976. This is the growth 
from an initial $2.5 million 
appropriation m 1965. 
Debate ranged from 
the 
theme that ‘‘man does not live 
by bread alone,* and that 
‘where your treasure is, there 
will your heart be also,’* on the 
o n e 
hand, 
to 
sarcastic 
references to Federal grants for 
such purposes as a “Study of 
Family 
Structures 
on 
the 
Overland Trail,* and studies of

“Filmic Portrait of Frostburg, 
Maryland,” on the other. There 
w a s 
also 
serious-minded 
questioning of priorities and 
public objectives at a time when 
many programs, perhaps more 
vital or fundamental, were 
being cut, while this one was 
being doubled in amount. 
Legal Services for Union 
Members 
The House has had a busy 
legislative week. 
First we dealt with H. R. 77, 
designed to amend the Taft- 
Hartley Act to permit em­ 
ployers and unions to negotiate 
concerning, and to set up, legal 
trust funds, managed by the 
company and the union, to 
provide legal services to em­ 
ployees who are members of 
the union. 
Philosophically it is certainly 
v e r y questionable whether 
employers ought to become 
financially 
responsible 
for 


setting up and paying for all 
sorts of legal advice and ser­ 
vices, on matters wholly un­ 
connected 
with 
their 
em­ 
ployment, for persons who 
happen to be on the company 
payroll. Much of the additional 
cost would, of course, be passed 
on, as always, to the consumer. 
Aside from this basic question 
the bill as presented had two 
glaring defects: 
1. It assured no freedom of 
choice to the employee as to 
his attorney, and would have 
allowed 
plans 
where 
the 
lawyers to be employed by the 
group would be selected entirely 
bv the union and the company. 
This, to my mind, destroys the 
relationship of lawyer and client 
— one of the oldest, closest, 
and most cherished of our 
heritage — and also makes 
possible a monopolistic type of 
situation where much of the 
potential 
clientele 
in 
some 
communities would be chan­ 
neled only to lawyers with 
strong company or union con­ 
nections. This could seriously 
damage the independent bar, 
and. in the long run, the general 
public. 
_ 
Fortunately an amendment 
was adopted on the Floor — 
which I supported — designed 
to guarantee freedom of choice 
of his lawyer to the employee. 
I don’t know how effective the 
provision may be, nor how it 
will fare — nor whether it will 
survive — in the Senate. 
2. Under the bill, while the 
company need not bargain on 
this subject (it is merely made 
legal to do so) to begin with, 
if the company once makes an 
agreement of this kind with the 
union, then in all later contract* 
there must be bargaining and 
negotiation on this question. It 
is not possible to give it a try, 
without having to bargain on 
the matter from then on, 
however 
unsatisfactory 
the 
experience. To me this is 
unreasonable and unfair, and I 
offered an amendment to make 
the question of whether to 
bargain on the subject of setting 
up a legal trust fund entirely 
voluntary and permissive. This 
amendment was defeated by a 
vote of 111 to 293. 
The bill nevertheless passed 
in the House by a final vote 
of 257 to 149. I voted No. 
Mr. Kemp of New York of­ 
fered an amendment to cut 
back to last year’s figure of 
about $81 million, which I 
supported, but the amendment 
was defeated, by a vote of 141 
to 248. 
Personally I subscribe fully to 
the philosophy that man docs 
not live by bread alone. 
I also feel strongly that 
fundamentally the support of 
and appreciation for the arts 
and humanities is a private and 
personal thing, which people 
should aid primarily by their 
private interest and by their 
personal funds and through 
private foundations. 
I believe that government has 
developed comparatively little 
oi great significance in the arts, 
compared with private effort; 
and I think government money 
always poses the possibility of 
government control. 
While it is true that where 
your treasure is, there your 
heart will be, it is nevertheless 
a false analogy to compare 
government support for the arts

storehouse of memory is like a 
barrel of apples.

Massachuse'ts to limit farm 
price suport payments to a 
maximum of $20,000 to any one 
individual and to prohibit the 
avoidance of this provision by 
outlawing the sale or lease of 
cotton acreage allotments. 
I voted for this amendment 
which, it has been estimated, 
would have saved the govern­ 
ment $165 million if it had been 
in force last year — most of 
which went in payments to 
large-scale cotton farmers.

Questions and. Answers 
It’s questions and answers 
again today. For two reasons: 
1) readers 11 ave commented 
favorable on this way of 
presenting information, and 2) 
I’ve been asked some specific 
questions that we can share. 
Q. Are there certain foods 
that are essential in our diet? 
A. Specific foods are not 
essential. It is the nutrients in 
food that we must have. The 
nutrients 
are 
protein,, 
fat, 
c a r b o h y d r a t e , vitamins, 
minerals, and water. The needs 
of individuals vary with age, 
sex, and special conditions such 
as pregnancy, lactation, and 
with disease or illness. 
The closest thing to essential 
foods would be those named in 
the four food groups: the meat- 
fish-poultry-egg group; the milk 
and other dairy foods group: 
vegetables and fruits; enriched 
or whole grain breads and 
cereals. These food groups are 
basic to good nutrition because 
between them you are offered 
a wide variety of foods 'that can 
give you all of the different 
nutrients you require. 
Q. What do these nutrients do 
for us? 
A. 
P r o t e 1 n s , 
mineral 
elements, vitamins and water 
serve growth of the body and 
its 
ability 
to 
repair 
and 
maintain its own structure. 
Amino acids (part of protein', 
water, minerals and vitamins 
are needed for the control and 
'Coordination of the body’s in­ 
ternal processes. Fats and 
carbohydrates p r o v i d e the 


body’s energy and the heat to 
maintain body temperature. 
Q. How do broken bones 
repair themselves? 
A. 
Three 
weeks 
ago I 
described in this column how 
new calcium forms on the 
outside of the bone and how 
the blood’s needs for calcium 
are drawn from the inside of 
the bone. Well, recent research 
f r o m 
the 
University 
of 
California reported in Today’s 
Health is believed to have found 
the molecular mechanism that 
controls 
bone 
growth. 
The 
California researchers believe 
bone growth is controlled by a 
protein, bone morphogenetic 
protein (BMP), and an enzyme 
c a l l e d 
BMPase. 
Working 
together, the protein and the 
enzyme "enable the body to 
repair breaks and cracks by 
generating the exact amount of 
new bone needed, and no 
more.” 
Q. Can a salad be a whole 
meal? 
A. It sure can be — a 
delightful meal, too. Especially 
this time of year, when it’s 
warm, 
homemakers 
should 
consider making a salad that 
"does everything.” The four 
food groups can be incorporated 
in this one dish. The fruits and 
vegetables you can use are 
obvious. Then add bite-size 
piece's of meat, cheese, and 
cooked egg. Fish, too, can be 
added. 
And finally, garlic- 
soaked croutons, or breadsticks 
or crackers, I like to top all 
this off with a glass of cold 
milk and I’ve had a fine meal. 
Political Campaign Spending 
Keeps Soaring In Recent Years

WASHINGTON (AP) — By 
1964, 
political 
campaigning 
could he a $1 -billion election- 
year business if spending con­ 
tinues to escalate as it has in 
the past decade. 
Congress is trying to legislate 
a lid. Watergate, and the cam­ 
paign inflation that confronts 
all politicians, is likely to bring 
action. 
One Senate committee has 
approved, and another is con­ 
sidering, a bill that would set a 
ceiling of 25 cents per eligible 
voter on apending by eacb can­ 
didate in future campaigns for 
federal office. 
Critics say that still would be 
too much money, but at this 
point there is no ceiling on 
what candidates can spend. 
Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson III, 
D-IU., who has proposed more 
stringent limits coupled with 
partial public financing of cam­ 
paigns, ventured the $1 billion 
estimate of total campaign 
spending by candidates for all 
offices in the 1964 elections. 
It is a projection based on a 
212 per cent increase in over-all 
campaign outlays between 'the 
1960 and 1972 elections. 
The spending pressure is in­ 
deed upwards. No less an au­ 
thority than 'the man in charge 
of collecting money for Presi­ 
dent Nixon's 1972 campaign has 
testified that the campaign 
budget soared to the point of 
overkill. 
It ran to over $50 billion, 
about twice what the Demo­ 
cratic effort is reported to have 
cost."My Job was to raise an un­ 
believable amount of money,” 
Maurice H. Stans told the Sen­ 
ate Watergate committee. 
As Stans told it, be com­ 
plained repeatedly about the 
soaring budget, and finally 
raised the issue with. President 
Nixon in September 1972. 
Amid this year’s Watergate 
disclosures, 
Nixon proposed 
creation of an election reform 
commission to report by next 
December. Its mandate would 
include a study of campaign 
costs and possible public fi­ 
nancing.

Anyone 
interested in membership in an 
organization which is restoring 
passenger excursion service on 
the Whitewater Valley Railroad 
from Connersville to Brookville?

Porter and Jack Maple, who are 
involved in the newly organized 
Whitewater Valley project. 
Incorporated uner the name 
Whitewater Valley Canal and

sets out its aims in part as 
follows: 
To 
establish 
a 
passenger 
hauling 
railway 
and 
operate 
scenic tours of varying lengths; 
To aid in the development of 
the Whitewater River Valley as 
an historical area; and to assist 
the state in its efforts to restore 
portions 
of

Whitewater 
Canal. 
The operating area of the 
railroad extends 
from 
Con- 
nersvile 
to 
Brookville

abandoned lines of the Penn 
Central railroad. 
Rolling stock has been pur­

ships remains in effect. 
Cliff Drysdale, president of 
the Association of Tennis Pro­ 
fessionals, 
said 
Friday: 
“We 
have taken 4Vá hours to recon­ 
sider our decision of Tuesday 
night, and have come up with 
the same decision.” 
That decision was to boycott 
the Wimbledon classic in pro­ 
test against the suspension of 
Yugoslav star Nikki Pilic. Pilic 
was suspended for refusing to 
play for his country in the 
Davis Cup. 
The walkout was confirmed 
exactly 
seven 
hours 
before 
Wimbledon officials were due 
to study the players’ entry list 
and make the seeding? and the 
draw for the world’s premier 
tennis tourney. 
The ATP said that 78 players 
had promised they would not 
take part in the championships. 
Women players are not mem­ 
bers of the ATP and are not 
affected by the walkout plans. 
The ATP’s executive board 
spent the early hours of Friday 
“wrestling with its conscience,” 
said Jack Kramer, executive 
director. 
Drysdale 
said 
his 
group’s 
main hope centered on a meet­ 
ing in Yugoslavia between Pilic 
and his national tennis feder­ 
ation. 
“We had hoped that possibly 
some 
compromise 
might 
be 
reached,” Drysdale said. “We 
got a phone call during the 
meeting saying this was not the 
case.” 
Hopes for a settlement had 
brightened earlier when Drys­ 
dale talked with a British gov­ 
ernment minister and said the 
chances of averting the walkout 
were “25 per cent better.” 
After the late night meeting 
Drysdale, looking 
weary 
and 
depressed, said the boycott af­ 
firmation was approved by a 62 
vote. 
“The position is now final 
and irrevocable,” he added.

MUNCIE, Ind. — Two grants 
to help underwrite financial aids 
for students have been approved 
this 
week 
for 
Ball 
State 
University, according to Tenth 
District Congressman David W. 
Dennis, R. 
The U. S. Office of Education 
has awarded Ball State $774,215 
for the National Direct Student 
Loan Program ÍNDSL) of which 
90 per cent of the monies- come 
from the federal government 
and 
10 
per 
cent 
from 
the 
university’s 
institutional 
fund. 
This will aid approximately 1,- 
720 students next year. 
At the same time, Ball State 
has been awarded $576,961 on 
the 
Supplemental Educational 
Opportunity 
Program <SEOP ) 
f o r 
1973-74. 
Earlier, 
the 
university was awarded $273,479 
for 
the 
federal 
Work-Study 
Program,. 
Dr. Norman Beck, director of 
student financial aids at Ball 
State, said that the NDSL grant 
is less than last year’s when 
Ball State received $892,151 and 
the SEOG is less than half of 
that allotted last year which 
was then $576,961. 
’We know we have lost close 
to $500.000 compared with last

Beck. “This hurts.”

‘Rumble Strips’ 


At Dangerous 
Corners Asked 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — In- 
diana State Police Supt. Robert 
K. 
Konkle 
is 
asking 
county 
highway officials over the state 
to install “rumble strips” to 
warn motorists of dangerous in­ 
tersections in rural areas. 
Konkle said he is ordering his 
district commanders to present 
his request to county officials 
as part of a campaign to curb 
traffic deaths, citing statistics 
showing 562 of 731 fatalities this 
year occcurred in rural areas. 
A “ rumble strip” is a four-to 
six-inch- wide strip of tar and 
stone chips extended across a 
road and raised above the road 
surface. The friction of tires 
over the strip create a rumble. 
Konkle said he proposes in­ 
stalling 
the 
strips 
at 
ap­ 
proaches to all intersections in 
rural areas where there are no 
automatic traffic signals. 
Intersections 
with 
flashing 
red or yellow lights or those 
with lettered stop signs should 
be included, Konkle said.
